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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-14 and 16 are allowed. 

2. The verified translation of Korean Application No, 2002-64366 filed under 37 CFR 
1.55(a) has been entered. Therefore, Lee et al (US 6,825,494) will not be used as a reference 
under 35 use 102(e). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant discloses a 
novel method of fabricating a TFT. In claim 1 , in the context of the entire claim, applicant 
claims adjusting a gap between active channels capable of synchronizing the number of crystal 
grain boundaries in each active channel region. In claim 8, in the context of the entire claim, 
applicant claims using dual gates using the first calculated probability to judge optimum process 
conditions on size and direction of silicon crystal grains. In claim 16, in the context of the entire 
claim, applicant claims adjusting the gap between active channel boundaries to determine the 
maximum number of crystal grain boundaries in each of the active channel regions.
